the tube because instead of 
fighting them every step of the 
way we withdrew." 

Brown's speech also dealt 
with art in America. 

"I'm really tired of art being 
pushed aside into some sexual 
ghetto," she said. "Art means 
you have to be emotional and 
vulnerable. Art Is feminine in 
our society." 

"If a man in America 
becomes an artist he must 
become an alcoholic or fear 
being called a homosexual if he 
does otherwise. The ob- 
servation is if you become an 
artist you're not a real man." 

Women artists are only just 
starting to gain the recognition 
they deserve, according to 
Brown. She noted that in the 
past they were generally 
dismissed as "dilettantes or 



lesbians." Said Brown: "Emily 
Dickenson was a recluse, 
Gertrude Stein got so fat no one 
could get near her and Virginia 
Woolf and Sylvia Plath checked 
out, period." 

Brown blamed the state of art 
in America on the fact that it 
was settled by puritans and the 
predominance of the English 
language. 

Use of the subjunctive mood 
is rare in English, she said. The 
subjunctive indicates wonder 
and wish and people should 
strive to "restore the lost 
domain of the subjunctive to 
their lives." 

Brown is also an active 
supporter of gay rights. An 
admitted lesbian, she told the 
audience: "The only people 
who are queer are the people 
who don't love anyone."

The feminist movement 
needs money because it cannot 
survive on ideology alone, 
feminist author Rita Mae Brown 
told a McGill audience last 
Thursday night. 

"If you’re not going to put 
your money where your 
movement is— buzz off," said 
Brown, a 15-year veteran of the 
women's movement. 

Although Brown lived on a 
"purely socialistic feministic 
collective" for a period of her 
life, she now feels this was not 
a realistic alternative. ■ "You 
cannot build a tiny Island In a 
sea of patriarchy," she said. 

'It is not possible to live as a 
post-feminist in a pre-feminist 
world." 

Brown said the collective 
experiment went "right down

A University Planning 
Commission Report entitled 
“Planning for a Smaller 
University" was the object of 
severe criticism at a senate 
meeting held last Wednesday. 
The report which addresses the 
problem of declining enrolment 
and an increasing deficit at 
McGill was criticized chiefly for 
Its lack of direction and in- 
spiration. 

"This is not a plan, this Is not 
even a plan for a plan," said 
Dean of Arts Robert Vogel. 
"The main thrust of the 
document Is that numbers are 
going down and resources are 
going down. The reality is that 
numbers are going up and 
budget Is going down." 

Vogel was referring to the 
fact that, despite predictions to 
the contrary, enrolment at 
McGill is again up this year. 

Most reports however view 
the enrolment Increase as 
temporary; student population 
at McGill will have dropped by 



3000 from its present level. 

Vogel further criticized the 
report noting that Its eight 
recommendations were really 
only referrals and that three of 
these were referrals to com- 
mittees that had not yet been 
created. 

Senators speaking in 
defence of the report pointed 
out that it was not intended as 
a plan but rather as a “plan for 
planning." They said that the 
task ahead was of such for- 
midable magnitude that It 
could only be approached in 
the fashion of such a report. 

Discussion fo the report will 
continue at the next meeting of 
senate slated for Nov. 7.

Thirty show up for anti-nuke demo

An anti-nuclear demonstra- 
tion scheduled to take place 
Saturday in Phillips Square 



fizzled out into a non-event. 
Less than 30 people showed 
up. 

The Society Against Nuclear- 
ism, a fledgling environmen- 
talist group which doesn't 
seem to have sprouted wings 
'yet, sponsored the event. 

The demonstration was 
shrouded in suspicion because 
of an article in last Thursday's 
Daily which quoted a SAN 
spokesperson erroneously 
claiming his organization was 
responsible for the October 13 
demonstration in Ottawa. 

Ian Ball, a member of the 
SOS Coalition (Stop Overseas 



Sales) which actually organized 
the much more successful 
Ottawa protest, told the Daily 
In a telephone conversation: "If 
they said they were behind the 
Ottawa demo, it just isn’t true." 

Greenpeace and the Cana- 
dian- Coalition for Nuclear 
Responsibility, the big daddy 
of the Montreal ecological 
opposition movement, hadn't 
even heard of SAN until 
Thursday’s article. 

The confusion probably ex- 
plains the no-show on Satur- 
day, since the more experi- 
enced groups weren’t able to 
mobilize their forces. Mark 



Roberts of Greenpeace McGill 
was there to check things out. 
"None of the established en- 
vironmentalist groups staged 
the demonstration," he said. 

"I think SAN has good 
Intentions. It seems like a 
group of people who became 
concerned after Three Mile 
Island." 

The sole representative of 
SAN present refused to reveal 
any important information 
about the operations of her 
organization. 

Things broke down very 
quickly with spectators and

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Future close, says Liberal 
To the Dally: 

On Friday night (Oct. 19), 
Pierre Eiliott Trudeau gave a 
major poiicy speech at the 
Québec federal liberal con- 
vention. Not only were his and 
his party's views towards the 
federal Conservative govern- 
ment's policies advanced, but 
his position, vis-à-vis the 
Liberal Party of Québec, re. a 
federalist referendum strategy, 
was clarified as well. Not the 
content of his speech, but the 
manner In which it was 
reported by the Montreal 
Gazette Is what is at issue. 
Carried on page 7 of the 
Saturday edition, the story was 
relegated to a mere half- 
column. 

The following Monday (Oct. 
22), a tacit acceptance was 
given to the Penetang fran- 
cophone secondary high 
school in Ontario by the federal 
Conservative government to 
maintain the sohool's 
existence through a $100,000 
federal grant. The tremendous 
Impact this decision has on not 
only the Québec anglophone 
community, but on minorities 
throughout the entire country, 
was virtually ignored by the 
Gazette, which , did not even 
carry the story at all on the 
following Tuesday. A brief 
mention of the story was 
carried on Wednesday’s 
editorial page. Compare this to 
front-page coverage by Le 
Devoir and my point is clear. 

With the anglophone com- 
munity still reeling from the 
demise of the Montreal Star, 
more than a few optimists 
viewed this as a golden op- 
portunity to have an over-all 
improvement in the quality of 
reporting and analysis by the 
Gazette. Not hindered by the 
unfortunate side-effects of 
healthy competition, i.e., an 
excess of "mass-consumption" 
journalism, the Gazeffe could 
now be devoting itself to 
serious in-depth political and 
economic analyses of the 
Québec situation, and, more 
Importantly, to objective and 
mature news-reporting. The 
above- examples, however, to 
mention but a few, serve to 
Indicate the stance the Gazette 
has decided to adopt: one 
which stresses sates and 
circulation over news and in- 
formation. 

The future of Québec Is 
closer than ever. The in- 
dividuals who may ultimately 
determine this future, and the 



complexity of the issues at 
stake, must be adequately 
reflected by the media. The 
Gazette's role, being the sole 
anglophone dally in existence 
In Montréal, is vital. It Is hoped 
that this role will not be 
cheapened by either partisan 
and non-objective journalism, 
or petty and incomplete 
analyses.

McGill releases 
investments report

McGill’s student committee 
on South Africa plans to. 
respond to a report released 
today by the McGill Board of 
Governors detailing McGill’s 
investments In South Africa. 

The committee’s major ac- 
tivity will be the compiling of a 
report about these Invest- 
ments, accompanied by recom- 
mendations to the administra- ' 
tion. 

"The entire committee will 
ratify the report," said chair- 
man Richard Boudreau at a 
meeting last week. 

He expressed hope that the 
report would be completed by 
Nov. 21 so that it could be 
reviewed by Students’ Council 
before Christmas. 

The committee has organized 
itself into working groups to 
provide information about 
South Africa to McGill students 
and to organize support for 



further action. An external 
affairs group will be in contact 
with other universities in Cana- 
da and the United States 
concerned about South Africa. 

"It’s Important to maintain 
our credibility. It is imperative 
that our figures are correct," 
said Boudreau. 

"Press conferences and even 
demonstrations may come after 
the report is presented and the 
attitude of the administration is 
determined." 

A member of the audience 
asserted that South Africa Is a 
"moral Issue" as well as an 
economic one and that It Is 
Important for McGill students 
to be concerned about apar- 
theid and its implications. 

The mandate of McGill’s 
committee bn South Africa Is

Bill 101 petition: 

Held over due to 
unpopular demand

Students have until Nov. 16 
to add their names to a petition 
to amend section 39 of Bill 101 . 

The campaign deadline has 
been extended by three weeks 
in order to add to the 1,000 
signatures already collected. 

The petition calls on stu- 
dents to protest section 39, 
which states that Quebec- 
trained professionals must 
pass French-language pro- 
ficiency tests In order to be 
Issued work permits. Tem- 
porary permits for those who 
express an interest in learning 
the language will not be Issued 
after January 1, 1981. 

According to VP External 
Benoit Laurin, a meeting with 
members of the undergraduate ' 
student societies has prompted 
the new campaign push. 

"We asked for thèir help at 
the start. But they didn’t put in 
as much effort as they might 
have. So we’ve extended the 
campaign," said Laurin. 

Graham Weeks, co-ordinator 
of the Council of Quebec 



Minorities, said the sheer size 
of McGill’s student body ham- 
pered the success of the 
campaign. 

"Leaders of the various fac- 
ulty societies said let’s go 
ahead. But from there the 
project broke down. It’s diffi- 
cult to filter down Information 
when you’re on a campus that 
size," he said. 

The Council of Quebec Mi- 
norities has contributed be- 
tween $500 and $1 ,000 towards 
posters and advertisements for 
the petition with the Students’ 
Society footing the bill for the 
advertisements in the Daily.. 

Laurin remains confident 
that regardless of the number 
of signatures collected, the 
provincial government’s reac- 
tion will be positive.

Controversy over tenure 
regulations ended last Wed- 
nesday when McGill's senate 
voted to accept the amended 
report of an ad hoc cornmlttee, 
formed to review tenure 
regulations for professors. 

The aim of the committee, 
chaired by Professor Roger 
Bennett, was to revise the 
current tenure system con- 
sidered by many as cum- 
bersome, rigid, time consuming 
and unfair. The new regulations 
are designed to update the 
system and make it comparable 
to those of most other North 
American universities. 

One of the chief effects of 
the new regulations will be to 
shorten the probationary period 
required before an individual 
may be considered for tenure. 
Under old regulations a can- 
didate would not be considered 
until his ninth academic year as 
an assistant professor. The 
new regulations reduce that 
period to five academic years. 

Unchanged In the 
regulations is the definition 
that tenure Implies job security.
